Announcement that eight new airplanes have 
been added to the aerial postal service with the in- 


weather twenty-eight hour transcontinental mail 
delivery should be good news to Americans. 
-More rapid transportation of the mails is the 


course, is valuable, and worth the effort and ex- 
pense. But probably even more important to the 
nation in general is the knowledge and experience 
in night flying which must result. 

With congress stubbornly refusing to appropriate 


competé with the advances of foreign countries in 
this branch of the service of national defense, the 
postal air service affords an invaluable laboratory 
and training school for aviators. It is something 
which our people will approve and support because 
it seems to return immediate material benefits. It 
doesn’t produce aviators skilled in military evolu- 
tions and the use of machine.guns aloft, but it does 
produce experienced flyers who may, in emergency, | 
develop into something better. 

The addition of a regular course in night flying 
to this school is most important. A large proportion 
of military flying is necessarily done at night. Al- 
most all bombing projects and some reconnaissance 
are accomplished at night. It is essential that meri 
become accustomed to finding their way through 
the air at night, determining their position accu- 
rately at all times and in all weathers, and landing 
safely. The night mail seryice will help to that end.

TUBERCULOSIS TIPS. 
La a consumptive is being cared for in 
„ private home, there need be no 

danger of infection if the following 

rules are closely adhered to, accord- 
| ing to Dr. G. Kuss, who writes in the 
World's Health, a monthly review pub- 
lished by the League of Red Cross So- 
cleties : 

“1. Compel the patient never to spit 
except into a receptacle which is emptied 
and disinfected daily. 

“2. Accustom the patient never to 
cough in people's faces and to put a 
handkerchief in front of his mouth when 
he coughs. 

“3. See that the patient has a_bed- 
room to himself. 
“4. Prevent dust in the house by not 
allowing dry sweeping. 
“5 Keep the linen, clothing and bed- 
ding very clean. Especially sterilize 
handkerchiefs and prevent bedding from 
being soiled with sputum. Clean clothes 
with a vacuum cleaner, or dust and 
shake them only in open air, 
“6. Prevent the patient from kissing 
children especially. The younger the 
child, the greater the danger 
7. Have the patient wash his hands 
before each meal. 8 
“8. Patient must have individual 
glasses, cups, knives, forks and spoons. 
These must be sterilized with boiling 
water after each meal. 
It is not necessary that the patient 
should have the exclusive use of individ- 
ual plates and saucers. 
“It is not necessary that house disin- 
fection’ or room disinfection should be 
done after the death or removal of a 
careful patient. 
It is advisable to disinfect the room 
or house after use by a grossly careless 
patient or when a patient exchanges 
rooms with another member — of the 
household.” : 
Dr. Kuss, who is director of the Ange- 
court sanitarium, supplements this in- 
formation, telling us that some of our 
old prejudices are wrong.
